Chefu, Feb. 9.—The Japanese war 
flzet torredoed two Russian battleships 
and one armored cruiser in the harbor 
of Pcr: Arthur last night aud attack- 
ed the Russian fleet and shore bat- 
teries. 

The Russians lost 10 killed and 46 
wounded, according to Admiral 
Alexieff's dispatch to the Czar. 

The battleships, the Czarevitch and 
Poltara, and the cruiser Boyarin would 
have sunk had they not been beached. 

London, Feb. 12.—In a dispatch 
from Nagasaki, dated February 10, a 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
SAYS: 

There has been a renewed attack 
on Port Arthur.

THE CRUCIAL POINT

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


Pastor of Jefferson Park 
terian Church, Chicago 


Los Angeles, Cal, Feb. 7.—At the 
time when the whole nation is honor- 
ing the memory of Lincoln this anni- 
vorsary sermon sheds a new and inter- 
esting light upon the character of the 
Statesman-president. The text is James 
v. 8, “Be ye also patient.” 

“What was the most powerful ad- 
dress you ever heard?” I once asked 
my father in one of our conversations 
When journeying around the world. 
“Well,” he replied, “I have listened to 
nearly all the great American orators 
of my time. I. have been personally 
acquainted with most of them and have 
spoken from the same platform with 
many of them, But without any doubt 
the greatest address I ever heard—if it 
is to be judged by its electric and 
overwhelming instantaneous effect— 
was that delivered by Henry W. Grady 
of Georgia in 1886 at the annual ban- 
quet of the New England society. I 
had just finisbed a speech on ‘The Com- 
ing American’ when Mr. Grady arose. 
After a few introductory remarks he 
said: ‘My friends, Dr, Talmage has 
told you that the typical American has 
got to come. Let me tell you that he 
has already come. Great types, like 
valuable plants, are slow to flower and 
fruit. But from the union of these 
colonists, Puritans and Cavaliers, from 
the strengthening of their purposes 
and the crossing of their blood, slow 
Perfecting, through n century, came 
the man who stands as the first typical 
American, the first who comprehended 
Within himself all the strength and 
Gentlencss, all the majesty and grace, 
of this republie- Abraham Lincoln.’ “ 
Those words were quoted almost ver- 
batim from memory. 

The tremendous impression produced 
by Henry Grady's speech was not due 
to the fact that he was saying some- 
thing that no other man had said be- 
fore, but to the fact that, for the first 
time since the civil war, the great lead- 
ers of the north realized that Lincoln 
Was appreciated and honored as much 
south of Mason and Dixon's line as he 
was among the Michigan pines and 
upon the Illinois prairie. 

Second to Only Onc. 

Since that time I have rend almost 
every biography written about the per- 
sonality of that man who stands sec- 
ond to only one, if he does not stand 
side by side with George Washington, 
in the affections of the American peo- 

le. 1 nnd that Henry Watterson of 
Kentucky has ns deep a reverence for 
Lincoln as had Charles W. Dana or 
Nicolay or Joseph Medill or Willam 
Herndon or David Davis or Swett or 
Speed, who knew him by personal con- 
tact. Therefore I am sure tbat on this 
Sunday preceding the celebration of 
Lincoln's birthday I shall have with 
me the cordial approbation of the south 
as well as of the north as I draw from 
his character lessons of Inspiration and 
Pay tribute to his memory. At heart 
he was a true friend of the south, and 
I believe that his untimely death re- 
tarded the consummation of reconstruc- 
tlon at least a quarter of a century. 

Most Lincoln culogists start, as Hen- 
ry Watterson beautifully expressed 
it, by looking into a “crystal globe 
that, slowly turning, tells the story of 
his life, and they sce therein a little 
heartbroken boy weeping by the out- 
Stretched form of a dead mother.” But 
this I do not intend to do. You are al- 
ready famillar with the facts of that 
eventful life. In speaking of him today 
I would try to get the keynote of his 
character and show the predominant 
quality which made him so great and 
80 useful to the nation. That quality I 
concelve to be his patience, and I shall 
recal) to your minds the times and the 
circumstances in which, by the exercise 
of that quality, he proved the grandeur 
of his nature. At the base of the gi- 
gantle statue of Faith, ovcrlooking the 
pilgrims’ graves at Plymouth and the 
harbor where the Mayflower cast an- 
chor, are figures symbolizing Freedom, 
Education, Law and Morality. But 
here today, standing by the grave of 
this great man, we see the figure of 
sanctified Patience. We find this fig- 
ure not cut from stone or cast in iron, 
but made out of dust which was once 
living, breathing, throbbing, moving 
flesh and blood. As the paramount de- 
sire of Lincoln's last four years on 
earth and those tumultuous Fears which 
led up to them was to savo the Union, 
I shall try in this brief eulogy to show 
how, by glorious patience, thnt great 
Purpose of his life was accomplished. 

A Positive Man. 

In the first place, we must start With 
the well necepted and unkversallx ac- 
knowledged fact that Abrabam Lincoln 
Was a man of positive characteristics. 
William Herndon jnst after Lincoln's 
nominatlen wrote to Senator Wilson 
of Masachusctts that when Lincoln 
made up his mind to do anything he 
had “a will of iron” After the nssas- 
sination in Ford's theater Senator Wil- 
son Wrote n letter to Lincoln's ald law 
partner that he hnd truly analyzed 
Lincoln's character in reference to this 
one charactcristl« Ruy, though Lin- 
coln was a positive maf and had well 
settled convictions, he never believed 
that “two wrongs make one right.” In 
order to accomplish his patriote pur- 
poses he was unwilling to defile the 
majesty of the law, Ife was always 
ready to try to change the law, but 
never to brenk It. In his methods and 
Principles he was neither Violent nor 
“evolutionary. Ile was not, ns many 
People supposed in 1860, n wild eyed 
visionary or n crazed enthusiast whe 
would, to reach a beneticent end, trams- 


pie on vested rights and interests re- 
gardless of justice and equity. He Mum. 
self was obedient to the laws as well 
us u faithful executive of the law. He 
Was a respecter of the haw in private 
life as well as n conservative lawmaker 
in public life. 
An Advocate of ¢he Law. 

What was Lincoln's stand whena great 
abolitionist meeting was held in Spring- 
feld some years before the war? There 
the opponents of slavery proposed by 
force of arms to defy the public author- 
ities and drive out the siavebolders 
from the then territory of Kansas. 


’ 


When called upon for a speech Lincoln 
shocked some of his very best friends 
and, as some thought, then and there 
signed his own political death warrant. 
“Let there be peace!” he émphatically 
sald. “Revolutionize through the bal- 
lot box. Your attempt, if there be such, 
to resist the laws of Kansas by force 
is criminal and wicked, and all your 
feeble attempts will be follies and end 
by bringing sorrow on your own hends 
and ruin on the cause you would free- 
ly die to preserve.” What sald be in 
his famous speech delivered on July 
17, 1858, in answer to one of the 
charges made against him by Douglas? 
“Now, as to the Dred Scott decision, 
for upon that Senator Douglas makes 
his last point against me. I am op- 
posed to that decision in a certain 
sense, but not In the sense In which he 
puts it. I say that in so far as it de- 
cided in favor of Dred Scott's master 
nnd against Dred Scott aud his fam- 
ily I do not propose to disturb or resist 
the decision. 1 never have proposed to 
do any such thing. 1 think that in re- 
spect for judicial authority my humble 
history would not suffer in comparison 
with that of Judge Douglas.“ When 
some enthusiastic admirers asked him 
this question: Hans the territory of 
Kansas a right to come into the Union 
a slave state if the people wish?” Lin- 
coln sald: “Yes. By the national law it 
has a right which ‘you cannot take 
away unless by national legislation you 
change that law.” In all the fifty-six 
years of Lincoln’s life, both as a pub- 
lic officeholder and as a private citizen, 
you cannot put your finger upon on? 
act where he was an advocate of vlola— 
tion of the law. He was patient in his 
bellef that moral right would ultimate- 
ly become legal right. 

Followed the Path of Rectitade. 

On the approaching anniversary of 
this great American's birth let us learn 
one of the greatest lessons of his life. 
Even amid the injustices and the weak- 
nesses of the law let us bow before and 
recognize the majesty of the law. Be- 
cause in some municipalities the citi- 
zens may be terrorized every winter 
by “holdup” men who walk around at 
night shooting down innocent pedes- 
trians in cold blood, that is no reason 
why, in order to extirpate them, we 
ourselves should become criminals, Be- 
cause Alexander of Servia was a bad 
man, that does not place the stamp of 
respectability upon those who, by regi- 
cide, proved they were ns lawless as 
their detested king. Always obey the 
law. If it be wrong, then make the 
law right, but never defile the majesty 
of the law. 

Though Abraham Lincoln was a man 
of positive characteristics, yet he was 
patient in the. fact that he was ready 
to keep step with the march of the 
common people. He never for one mo- 
ment left the path of rectitude and 
honor. He was not a foolish color bear- 
er, leaving the ranks of his fellow sol- 
diers and plunging far ahead of the 
lines, thereby. courting death and anni: 
hilation. As the national standard bear- 
er he was ready, If necessary, to “mark 
time,” so that the common people could 
catch up with him, that all might ad- 
Vance in line. 

Man of Patience, 

All things may be lawful, but all 
things are not expedient. What did he 
do after he had delivered his first In- 
augural address? Did he do anything 
to antagonize the southern leaders and 
People, ns some rash statesmen would 
have had him do? Wo; that was not 
his way. He had “malice toward none 
nud charity for all.“ He bided his 
time, though in every town, village and 
city he was called a coward. If pos- 
sible he wanted to win the southern 
leaders back by love nnd kindness. He 
knew that bate and billingsgate and 
club never won a willing subject. He 
was patient, very patient. His pa- 
tlence was expressed powerfully in the 
words he once spoke to Alexander H. 
Stephens at the memorable conference 
held at Hampton Roads with the south- 
ern commissioners. “Stephens,” he 
said, “let me write ‘Union’ at the top 
of that page, and you may write below 
it whatever else you please." 

To placate the southern leaders was 
one reason for delay, But there was 
still another reason why he was patient, 
There were scores and hundreds and 
thousands of men at the north as well 
as the south who belleved that as the 
original southern states came into the 
Union of their own’ accord they bad 
therefore the right to leave of thelr 
own accord. As Lincoln in his quaint 
language put the “popular sovereignty 
idea,” “They belleved that the big kettle 
of the United States government could 
be squeezed into the little kettle of 
State rights.” Horace Greeley belleved 
this; Wendell Phillips belleved this; 
other mighty northern leaders belleved 
this. Had Abraham Lincoln, on the 
night of March 4, 1861, started the In- 
vasion of the south he might have had 
two wars on his hands, War would 
have been in the front of him, war in 
the rear of him. When he entered the 
White House he bad two purposes: 
First, to do anything and everything 
that was honorable to save the Union. 
Secondly, if there was to be a war 
then lot others take the responsibility 
of striking the first blow. 

Calm Under Criticism. 

But if Lincoln was Willing to be pas 
tient with his northern enemies n 
With the south how much more was 
he willing to be patient with his go 
called friends, upon whose arm be had 
n right to lean and from whose influ- 
mee he had a right to expect succor 
und help! If the armies of Lee were 
attacking ulm in the front, the rancor- 
ns longues of some who were his 
closest ondvisers were broadcasting 
thelr evtl murmurs everywhere, 

“Well,” says some hearer, “why did 
he allow those men who were nearest 
fo him to criticise him? Why did he 
hot do as one of his Springfield friends 
suggested, “kick them out of office? “ 
That question cannot be answered in a’ 
better way than by quoting the words 
Lincoln spoke when he sald, quietly, 
that It was casy enough to kick a man 
out, bat not always so casy to get an- 
other man to fill bis place and do as 
well ns he did. In those few words 
We realize the results of Lincoln's pa- 
tlence with those so called friends who 
kept publicly criticising thelr chief. 
He once said to Leonard Swett, “I may 
not have made ns great a president as 
some other men, but I believe I have 
kept the- discordant elements together 
as well as any one could.“ Like Abra- 
ham Lincoln, are we as Christians 
ready to let men criticise us and find 
fault with us if only we can use them 
for the cause of Christ, as Lincoln was 
able to dee Stanton and Seward apd 


Simon Cameron and Hooker and Mo- 
Clellan and Thaddeus Stevens and 
Greeley nnd Bennett to help save the 
Union? , 

Leader of the People, 

As the twilight is the most beautiful 
part of the day, so we find that the 
mellowing sunset of Lincoln's life was 
even more glorious in Its golden reflec 
tions than when he was accomplishing 
the great purpose of his life—the pres- 
ervation of the Union. Like Moses of 
old, he was able to lead his people 
through the dark wanderings in the 
wilderness; but, also, like Moses, he 
was not to be nllowed to plant his foot 
in the promised land. The Jordan 
which separated him from his southern 
People in the reconstructive perlod was 
to be a great river whose waters came 
from the falling tears that millions of 
eyes shed over his bier and by his coffin 
lid. In those few days that led up to Ap- 
bomattox and thereafter wa may know 
what fruit the patience of Lincoln 
would have borne. His purpose was to 
bind up the nation's bleeding wounds 
and make the “boy in gray” and the 
“boy in blue” clasp hands as brothers, 

A Noble American, 

How, then; did he want to reach out 
the band of reconciliation? On Feb, 5, 
1865, after the outcome of the war was 
practically decided, he drafted a bill 
by which, if congress consented, $400,- 
000,000 was to be palid on account of 
the liberation of the slaves. He pre- 
sented this proposed hill to his cabinet, 
and when they unanimously rejected 
it the president, as Norman Hapgood 
tells us, “sadly folded It up and laid 
it away.” As soon ‘ns Richmond had 
been evacuated he got on the cars and 
started south. He went not as a con- 
queror, but as a messenger of pence. 
In his plain, simple way he practically 
said to the old Virginians: “I am your 
brother. I am your friend. Come, be 
my brother nud my friend.” When 
that other messenger of peace, Ulysses 
S. Grant, practically snid to the ofi- 
cers and men of the disbanding south- 
ern armies alike: “Go home. Take your 
horses and plow your ficlds. Go home 
and be our friends and comrades in- 
stead of our foes,” what was Lincoln's 
comment? “Good! Good! All right! 
Exactly the thing!“ Admiral Porter 
gives these as Lincoln's words, which 
he heard him repeat n dozen times. In 
the glorious hopes Lincoln held of fu- 
ture reconciliation, do you wonder that 
Henry Grady, the eloquent Georgian, 
was impelled to say “that the first 
who comprehended within himself all 
the strength and gentleness, all the 
majesty and grace of this republic was 
Abraham Lincoln.” He was as true 
and pure and noble and patient and 
God inspired an American as ever 
lived. - : 

A Lesson of Love. 

Today, if I had it in my power, 1 
would start n pilgrimage to the Spring- 
field tomb. I would bave the southern- 
er as well as the northerner, easterner 
and the westerner go there and lenrn 
the lesson of gentle and glorious love. 
“What,” some cynic erles, “would you 
have the southerner go there as to a 
shrine?” Yes, my brother, I would 
have the southerner go to Lincoln's 
tomb and kneel, the same as I would 
have the northerner go to the sacred 
tomb of Lexington, Va., and bow rev- 
erently before the dust of honored, gen- 
tle Robert E. Lee. Both of these men 
were conquerors. Both have subdued 
and by their example will yet subdue 
great hosts, whose numbers, in the dim 
future, will be counted by the millions. 
Both bave won and will win their 
greatest victories not by the sword, 
but by love. When the civil war was 
closing these two great leaders were 
able to say to ench other, “Thou art my 
brother.” Both nre enshrined in their 
nation’s love and admiration 

Trust In God. 

Therefore, fellow countrymen, with 
the universal affections of the American 
people, cannot the north come with her 
sacred dust of Springfield, III., and the 
south come with her sacred dust of 
Lexington, Va.; then after the north 
and south with their precious burdens 
have both met at the national capitol at 
Washington cannot’ the two different 
sections which once stood fare to face 
in battle now stand side by side and 
bury thelr two sacred dead in one 
grave? Then over this one grave, en- 
tombing the commingling dust of the 
two sacred dead, cannot and will not 
the reconciled north and south chisel 
one single God given epitaph, such as 
old Kentucky placed upon her memorial 
shaft, erected upon the once blood soak- 
ed fleld of Chickamauga to her “boys 
in gray“ and to her “boys In blue:” “As 
we are unlted In life and they unit- 
ed in death, let one monument per- 
petuate thelr deeds and one people, for- 
getful of all asperitles, forever hold in 
grateful remembrance all the glories of 
that terrible conflict which made all 


men free and retained every star upon 
the nation's flag.” 

Abraham Lincoln's parting words to 
his fellow townsmen when for the last 
time he left the Springfeld depot for 
the national capital were these: Today 
I leave you. I go to assume a task 
more difficult than that which devolved 
upon Washington. Unless the great 
God who assisted him shall be with 
and ald me I must fall, but if the same 
omniscient mind and Almighty arm 
that directed niul protected in stall 
guide and support me I shall not fall 
I shall succeed. Let ucull pray that 
the God of our fathers may not forsake 
us now. To him I commend you all. 
Permit me to ask that with equal sin- 
cerity and falth you will invoke his 
wisdom and guidance for me.” This 
was -the keynote of his whole gentle. 
loving, patient, forgiving life: Trust in 
God and patient dependence upon the 
divine will. To Abraham Lincoln's 
God I commend you. May that God 
forever guide us all!

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STEAMSHIP SUPPLIES, 


Tons of Good Things Carried In the 
Liner’s Larder. 


In these Jays, when the telephone is 
so commop and it is so easy to tell the 
marketman or the grocer “over the 
phone” just what is wanted for the 
day's table supply, not many people 
stop to consider what happens when 
hundreds of human beings are con- 
fined to one dwelling absolutely and 
entirely out of reach of markets and | 
beyond the power of the telephone to | 
make their needs known. At the first | 
thought one says, “There is no such 
community or place.” And probably 
there is not on the American conti- 
nent, yet sailing on all the seven seas 
are great steamships in exactly that 
situation. Every bit of their food and 
drink must be provided before they 
leave port, and provided in sufficient 
quantities to last till the destination is 
reached. 

To supply a steamship for a long voy- 
age with food supplics sufficient for a 
small army of passengers in all classes 
and a crew of 300 requires a lot of 
thought and system. There are so 
many things that must be Included. 
For instance, take inventory of the 
larder of the White Star liner Republic 
on a recent voyage from Boston to the 
Mediterranean. For the trip, which 
extended to Alexandrian and required 
a whole month, the following quanti- 
ties of provisions had to be put aboard, 
and of these there were enough vegeta- 
bles only for the outward trip: Forty 
thousand pounds of beef, 1,000 pounds 
corned beef, 800 pounds of lamb, 10,000 
pounds of mutton, 15,000 pounds pork 
loins, 400 pounds of sausages, 1,800 
pounds of veal and about 2,000 pounds 
of miscellancous meats, 3,000 pounds

General Chafee, | 

“I am ordered to go to the relief of | 
the United States legation at Peking. I 
leave with my troops for that city at 
once. If the allied troops do not move,

No 
“rookie” of regulars ever rose to the 
command of the army before. It is a 
career of duty done as he found it. He 
did not become a captain until 1867, 
and then for twenty-one years he stuck 
as troop commander of Company I of 
the famous Sixth cavalry, campaigning 
against Indians from the Mexican bor- 
der to the Canada line. He Is today 
the simple, kindly, square jawed sol- 
dier that buckled on a saber as a pri- 
vate of the old Sixth in '61.—Colller’s

Lenten Services At St. Peter's Epis- 


has been introduced by Mr. Gill in 
the Senate. This bill, like the Wil- 
son bill, contains the grandfather 
clause, but its other features are dif- 
ferent, namely, a person before being 
entitled to vote shall be able to read 
and write out correctly on dictation 
any section of tho Constitution of 
Maryland, or he shall have paid for 
the two preceding years, state and 
county or city taxes amounting to at 
least $1 for each year. Provided that 
any person who was entitled to vote 
in one of the states of the United 
States on January 1, 1868, or at some- 
time prior thereto, or until the year 
1916, any person who is a legitimate 
lineal descendant of some person who 
was entitled to vote in one of the 
states of the United States on January 
1, 1868, or at sometime prior thereto, 
shall be entitled to vote, whether he 
possesses the above prescribed proper- 
ty or educational qualifications or not. 
No property or educational qualifica- 
tions shall be required of persons en- 
titled to vote in one of the states of the 
United States prior to January 1, 1868, 
before the year 1916, of any lineal 
descendants of .such persons. 

This bill does not leave it to the 
discretion of tho judges of registera- 
tion as to whether aman can properly 
read any part of the Constitution as 
does the Wilson bill.

The Most Common Gauses. of 
Soft Bacon. 


All in the Feeding and Care of the 
t Swine: - — 


On the production of firm pork, Prof. 
J. H. Grisdale of Oanada says: 

The most common causes-of soft 
pork, so far as we can find out by ex- 
periment, observation and inquiry, 
are: 

1. Feeding pigs too rapidly from 
birth to the required weight. This 
rushing process, while it does not al- 
ways give bad results, frequently pro- 
duces soft aides, and. not seldom are 
the carcasses both soft“ and “thick.” 

2. “Feeding off,” or rather, selling 
when under weight or before maturi- 
ty, our experiments have shown very 
clearly is the one almost certain indi- 
cation of softness. Generally speak- 
ing also the degree of immaturity 
mey be taken as the measure of the 
softness; that is, the further from ma- 
turity the softer the flesh fs likely to 


to which breed of poultry is the best| be 


for general purposes, 
Plymouth rocks, Wyandottes, Leg- 
horns I.neshans and Houdans have 
been experimented with, not only the 
egg production, but also for market 
purposes. The majority of breeders 
prefer the breeds that grow to a large 
size, mature somewhat early, lay until 
late In the season, and which can en- 
dure a cold climate well.

Probably no breed can 
comply with all these requirements.

3. Improper feeding. Pigs fed on 
any ration not conducive to health, or 
fed in any way not favorable to thrift- 
iness, are almost certain to yield a 
large percentage of “softs,” while 
properly fed hogs will yield a high 
percentage of “hards.” In brief, I 
think I am perfectly safe in saying 
that 99 per cent. of properly fed and 
properly cared-for pigs will produce 
firm meat. 

Properly cared for pig means. pigs 
fed under conditions conducive to 
health and thrift. Airy, réomy, light 
quarters are the right sort. If space 
is an expensive consideration, as it 
usually fs, especially in winter, then 
let the small space be well ventilated, 
well lighted and kept clean. Large 
Tuns are not necessary where the 
other conditlons are provided. 

The most important factor in the 
production of firm bacon is, undoubt- 
edly the food. 

The rate of feeding is of more or 
less importance, as Indicated above, 
since “rushed” pigs produce more or 
less “softs.” 

The kind of feed is the thing. Corn 
fed alone produces a very large per- 
centage of “softs.” Corn fed with a 
small proportion, of skim milk or 
whey gives much better results. After 
the skim milk or whey constitutes 10 
or 15 per cént. cf the dry matter of 
the ration, the proportion does not ap- 
perir to greatly matter. Just inciden- 
tally, the addition of such an amount 
of skim milk. or whey. cheapens oro- 
duction materially. Roots, clover, 
steamed or green. rape or grabs may 
take the place of skim milk with 
corn and give results nearly ns good. 
A small proportion of corn with the 
cereals, oats or barley, or with peas, 
does not appear to have a very In- 
jurlous effect Barley is unsurpassed 
as a feed for the produc‘lon of firm 
acon, Oats. also are most excellent. 
Peas produce good results: are ex- 
ceedingly valuable 

In conclusion, skim milk or whey {s 
an almost infallible guarantee of firm 
pork. Corn may be fed, but must have 
some counteracting food along with it,

TALMAGE 


SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Paster of Jefferson Park 
astor 2 Presby- 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb, 14.—In deal- 
ing with those mysteries of religion 
that are beyond human understanding 
and which many find a stumbling block 
to belief the preacher in this sermon 
urges their ncceptance by faith as the 
first essential step toward elucidation. 
The text is I Timothy ili, 16, “Great is 
the mystery of godliness,” 

Ignorance is a stunted scoffer, 
dwarf she will ridicule the helping 
hand of knowledge, which she is too 
short of stature to reach. As an icon- 
oclastic waif of the street she will hurl 
derisive missiles at the big square win- 


dows of the temple of wisdom, whose | 


walls she is too puny to topple down. 
“Come,” sald an aristocratic but very 
ignorant woman of London to her 
guest—“come into the front room. I 
want to show you a poor, crazy, delud- 
ed and yet harmless old man. He seems 
to have an intelligent face, but there 
he sits in the house just across the 
street hour after hour, day after day 
and week after week as a little child, 
with a clay pipe, blowing soap bub- 
bles.” Who was the frivolous hostess 
who was patronizingly asking her guest 
to laugh at the old man who seemed to 
find enjoyment in blowing a few soap 
bubbles in Lelcester square, London? 
Not one person of this generation ever 
heard of her name. Who was the poor, 
silly old man of intelligent face, with 
a penny clay pipe, blowing soap bub- 
bles? He was Isaac Newton, whose 
skull inensed the greatest brain of his 
time. He was Isaac Newton, laborious- 
ly, intensely, unremittingly studying 
the laws of the refraction of light, for 
which investigations and discoveries 
he was to be honored by scientific so- 
cleties all around the world. It is 
never safe to take public opinion as a 
guide in estimating men or things. 
Shallow critics often assume a sapient 
mien and in supercilious tone deride 
the wisdom they cannot comprehend. 
A stuffed owl with spectacles on nose 
may pose in a museum as an em- 
blem of wisdom, but the winged den- 
izen of the forest hooting in the dark- 
ness is no feathered oracle. 
Footprints of Truth. 

How often have the pure white gar- 

ments of wisdom been bespattered and 


rance! How often has the philosopher 
and the truth seeker been taunted with 
his failure to solve the problems of 
the universe! He does not know every- 
thing; no man more conscious of the 
fnct than he. But should he on that 
account desert the fountain of wisdom 
and refrain altogether from drinking 
at the Plerian spring? Should the sci- 
entific student be so discouraged at his 
limitations as to destroy the telescope 
because it does not reach the limits of 
space? Should he throw away his mi- 
croscope because it does not magnify 
enough? Is he to burn out with sense- 
less passion eyes that are not omnis- 
clent and wreck his eardrums because 
they fall to detect remote harmonies? 
Isanc Newton, himself the greatest 
philosopher of his time, was one of 
the humblest of men. At the end of 
his life he said: “I know not how I 
may appear to others, As for myself, 
I seem to be like a schoolboy playing 
at the foot of the sand dunes, gather- 
ing here a white shell and a sinoother 
stone than ordinary, while the great 
sea of knowledge lies oll unexplored 
before me.” Because n man does not 
know everything, that is no reason 
why he should despise the “temple of 
wisdom.” Because here nnd there a 
veil or a mist cannot be penetrated, 
that is no reason why be should be- 
come a ground mole nnd hot try to fol- 
low in the self revealed footprints of 
truth. 
Mysteries of the Gospel. 

There ure two purposes for this ser- 
mon. The first is to talk about some 
of the great mysteries of the gospel. 
I would show you that about every 
church altar there are great Appala- 
chian ranges, great towering moun- 
tain peaks of mysteries. So high they 
are that the mind of man cannot attain 
to them, yet each bears the mark of 
divine certitude, the mark of the cross 
is stamped upon them as the Mount 
of the Holy Cross in Colorado bears 
the sign of the cross. To this sign we 
bow and. belleve, even though we can- 
not understand. Peter could not under- 
stand; Jobn of the Apocalypse could 
not understand, and Paul, beholding 
them, exclaimed, “Great Is the mys 
tery of godliness! What those 
mighty intellects could not grasp must 
be n mystery to us until it ir fully ex- 
Plained beyond the grave, 

The second purpose of the sermon is 
the practical side, It is to remind you 
that, though we now “kuow only in 
part,” that part is sufficient for all the 
great purposes of salvation and re 
demption. It is to prove, as L. H. 
Chapin puts it, that “although we see 
through n glass darkly we do see 
something,” and that that “some- 
thing” is suficient if we weleome it as 
a gospel handmald to lead ws into per- 
fect peace and to lead us to that throne 
of God where each can say, “I shall 
know even as also I am known,” 

The mystery of the Trinity: How 
can there be three persons ond one 
Godhead? ‘Three in One ond One in 
Three?“ That is an fmexplainable mys- 
tery. “You must be very careful,” 
Wrote n dear ministerial friend to me 
when I was preaching a series of ser- 
mons upon the Holy Spirit -von must 
be very careful not to convey the false 
Iden to your people that thore are three 
distinct and separite thrones in henv- 
en.“ Itis A mystery to be reverently 
accepted beyond the power of the hu- 
man mind to understand, and that It 
should be so is not strange, for God 
himself has declared, “As the heaveng 
are higher than the earth, so are my 
ways higher than youp ways aud my 
thoughts than your thoughts.” We 
cannot explain the personality of God 
any more than you can tell why the 
grass grows or the sun slines. But we 
do feel.and know that, Ake the grass 
and the light, the Trinity of the God 
head la a great divine fact. And, fur- 
thermore, we do feel aud know that as 
God the Father fives, so Christ was 


born Into this world not only to save up 
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from min, but algo to prove that Un 
the Creator is a God of love. Mystery, 
mystery, mystery! A high, deep, im: 
Denetrable and overpowering mystery! 
Yet the mystery of the Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit is a fact revealed to us, to 
be accepted by faith and bringing to all 
who so receive it a message of joy and 
peace. 
A Mystery Basential to Peace. 

Consider how near this conception of 
Christ, the Divino Son manifested in 
human flesh, brings the Deity to us. 
If we did not have the manifestation 
of God's love in Jesus Christ, how 
would we worship? Even the lowest 
forms of religious truths cannot exist 
in the heart of man without some kind 
of an incarnation. I said some years 
ago in India to a Buddhist priest: “You 
do not believe that these hideous idols 
of wood and clay and stone have any 
divine power? You do not belleve that 
those bleared eyes and that horrible 
grin and that twisted body is a god? 
You know you do not. Why, I could 
knock him down with my hand. I 
could crush him with the heel of my 
foot.” Oh, yes,” answered the priest. 
“What you say is true. We Intelligent 
leaders of the east do not believe those 
idols nro gods. But the common peo- 
ple cannot conceive of a spirit Goll ns 
our prophet bas revealed him to us. 
So we give the common people a gol 
of clay and wood, which they can sec 
and touch.” Brother, our God has sent 
us Jesus Christ in the flesh. He came 
as a revelation of Gon. Tle came so 
that our finite minds might grasp the 
infinite. He came to show us that God 
could suffer as we suffer and be tempt- 
ed as we are tempted, yet be without 
sin. He came as n God of never end- 
Ing love. Mystery! Mystery! The 
Trinity is un inexplainable mystery. 
Yet it isa mystery we all need, a inys- 
tery we should all accept. It is a mys- 
tery essential to our peace. 

Myatery of the Trinity. 

Thus the mystery of the ‘Trinity | 
means simply this: God the Father | 
comes to us and says: To explain to 
you all things, my child, would be to 
set before you what you could not ceon- 
prehend. Your mind is (oo weak to 
grasp it, any more than a little child in 
his father’s laboratory can understand 
or grasp the ebemical principle of the 
adbesion of the basic elements. But if 
you see the Godhead veiled by a hu- 
wan form, if you see the Spirit of God 
aAnininting a being like yourself. if you 
come in contact with the divine perfec- 
tions, active in buman cnvirenment, 
you will then have a glimpse of the 
glory of the Godhead and realize some- 
thing of the supernal mystery of Fn- 
ther, Son and Holy Spirit. All this I 
will show to prove that I am God, the 
Loving Father, and ye are my chil- 
Today- we- find the Trinity a 
mystery. Rut, though n mystery, deep 
and high and overpowering, It Is a 
mystery so simple that a little child 
can reverence the majesty of the Fa- 
ther, can realize the love of the Son and 
can_yield_to_the Influence of the Holy 
Spirit. Great and yet beautiful and 
simple is the mystery of godlinora in 
Jesus Christ. 

The conflicting doctrines of God's 
omnipotence and man's free agency are 
an inexplainable inystery. Yes, we 
know that God is infinitely greater than 
man. We know that the Creator, who 
holds the seas in the palm of his kand 
and at whose touch the volcanoes 
smoke and the earth trembles and 
whose voice is the voice of the storm, 
has supreme control over the creatures 
he bas made. He can say to man, “Go, 
and he gocth: come, and he cometh; do 
this, and he doeth it.“ But, though 
God the Omnipotent is truly all pow- 
erful, I know 1 can resist his will. I 
know, as a free agent, | can ralse my 
hand or lower it. [ know that I can 
clinch my fist with hate or have the 
open palm of love, I know [ can walk 
across this pulpit to the right er to the 
left. I know [ can choose between 
right and wrong. Tree, free! Bree 
am I, gloriously free! A mystery—a 
great unfathomable mystery! With 
God the Omnipotent T am still man, the 
free agent. 

Harmenising Creeds. 

‘These two confilcting facts are true, 
but who can reconcile them? There- 
fore, after we have once accepted this 
mystery we can harmonize all Chris- 
tian creeds nt the foot of the cross. 
With it we can take down the bars of 
sectarianism and call all members of 
the different Protestant churches our 
brothers and our sisters. “How can 
you do that?“ says some one to me. 
Simply enough. After this mystery 
thix great fundamental mystery—is 
once granted the question of the man- 
ner of your service and the church in 
which you willl worship is determined 
by the aspect from which you view 
your relation to God. If I begin to 
argue from God down to man, I be- 
come a Calvinist. If I say to myself, 
“I know God Is omnipotent; I know he 
can foresee nll things; he can save 
me if he will, I know," then I natu- 
rally go into the Presbyterian church. 
But if I any to myself, “I know Tama 
free agent; I know I can accept or re- 
Ject my Heavenly Father,“ I go into 
the Methodist church. Then, instead of 
arguing from God down to man, I 
argue from man up to God. It is sim- 
ply the difference of putting the em- 
Dhasis of my creed upon God's om- 
nipotence or man's free agency. Yet, 
though ! was born a Calvinist and 
have been baptized tn n Calvinistic 
church and have received my theo- 
logical education in a Calvinistic serai- 
nary, yet today I feel just as much at 
home in the Methodist church as I do 
In the Presbyterian. I could just as 
logically be a member of n Methodist 
conference as I am now a member of a 
Calyinistic presbytery. 

A Difficult Task, 

The harmonizing of the two doctrines 
God's omnipotence and man's free 
agency—is a task that many have at- 
tempted Jn vain, But it is a glorious 
mystery that should make of bellevers 
of the differcit Protestant churches 
brothers and sisters at the foot of the 
cross. Therefore, my Christian broth- 
er, if you are living In a small country 

town do not make the mistake of try- 
ing to run in that village five or six 
‘different churches when there are only 
‘enough inhabitants to support one. Do 
not try to run a Congregational church 
and a Methodist church and a Lu» 
theran church and a Baptist church 
und an Episcopalian church and a Unit- 
ved Presbyterian church, Do not keep 
on continually talking about “my 
Church.” AJl Christian churches eught 
to belong to you and yen to them, The 
of Protestant ereede ts mara. 
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ly that of extra einpnasis upon some 
one of God's grent attributes. Remem- 
ber herenfter that-you ought to be able 
to worship God just as devoutly and 
earnestly before n Methodist altar as 
at an Episcopalian chancel or as in a 
Presbyterian pew. God has many gos- 
pel sheepfolds. These sheep are all fed 
by the same Divine Shepherd, although 
at times they are separated from each 
other by the sectarian fences bullt by 
man's cree) and by infinite ignorance. 
“Other sheep have | which are not of 
this fold’ applies as much to the 
Protestant church across the street as 
to your own chapel. l 
The mystery of why God ever let sin 

come into the world: It is an inex- 
plicable mystery. It is a mystery the 
more Inexplecable because, from a hu- 
man, standpoint, if there Lad been no 
ain then there would have been no 
need of a place of future punishment, 
Byt, after we have once accepted the 
belief that a loving God has allowed 
Rin to come into this world for a pur- 
pose which we cannot fathom or ana- 
lyze, then we find that some of the 
most beautiful sacrifices of Christian 
heroes and heroines have been inspired 
from this source to overcome the aw- 
ful and eternal effects of evil. If there 
had been no sin there would have been 
ho Moffatts and Whipples and Jud- 
sous, no Cureys and Taylors, no Wil- 
sons and I nerds, no Patons and El- 
Hiotts in tke missionary fields trying | 
to Rave the ignorant, brutal and canni- i 
balistic savages Crom the awful degra- | 
dation of their lives. If there had been 
no sin there would bave been no Cath- | 
erine Booths as “nugels of light” la- 
boring among the Loudon slums, no 

Howards among the prisons, no Wil- 

Hanses to resch out rescuing hands 

from the Younus Men's Christian nsso- 

ciations., If there were no sin there 

Would be no sneh saving work for us 
to do for Christ as we can one and all | 


‘new perform in his mame. 


Need of Christs Love. 
Furthermore, if there were no sin 
there would he no “Saviour” as we pic- 
ture him. What does the word “Sny- 
jour” mean? lt means a rescuer., In 
a physieal sense it means the strong 
swimmer who breasts the waves and 
goes onl beyond the life lines to bring 
in the drowning brother, It means the 
freman whe climbs the ladder and 
amid the breathless silence of the on- 
lookers plunges into the fames and 
brings out the unconscious man and 
woman and carries them to safety just 
before the crooked walls totter and fall. 
It means, in n physical sense, n Henry 
M. Stanley plunging into the African 
forests to save an Emin Pasha or a 
Captain Schley heading his ships north- 
Ward to save a Greely and a Melville. 
If there is no danger, then there can 
be no Saviour or rescuer. And because 
the eternal results of sin are so great, 
therefore, the divine love of Christ's 
sacrifice is brought forth in the brighter 
contrast. We are not marveling today 
why the human craft was allowed to be 
stranded upon the rocks of sin, but we 
are proclaiming the fact that on ac- 
count of our impending eternal ship- 
wreck the gospel life line is flung out 
and the gospel lifeboat is being pushed 
through the raging. surging, stormy 
seas. 

We cannot explain why sin was ever 
allowed to come Into the world. But 
after we accept its advent as a fact, 
then the cross, on account of our eter- 
nal danger, can becowe our all in all. 
With the sainted Gotthold we may say 
before the flaming fires of eternal 
death: “For my own part my soul is 
like an hungry and thirsty child, and I 
need Christ's love and consolation for 
my refreshment. I am a wandering 
and lest sheep, and I need him as a 
good and faithful shepherd. My soul 
je like a frightened dove pursued by n 
hawk, and I need his wounds for a 
refuge. I ama feeble vine, and I need 
his cross to lay hold of and wind my- 
self about. I am a sinner and I need 
his righteousness. I a% naked and 
bare, and I need his holluess and in- 
nocence for n covering. I am in trou- 
ble and alarm; and I need his solace. 
Simple and foolish am I, and T need the 
guidance of his Holy Spirit. Aim I ar- 
ralgned by Satan ut the divine tribunal, 
he must be my advocate, Am I in af- 
filction, he must be my helper. Am I 
persecuted by the world, he must de- 
fend me. When I am forsaken he must 
be my support; when dying, my life; 
when moldering in the grave, my resur- 
rection." Why did God let sin come 
into the world? We cannot understand 
it. But after we have accepted the fact 
that the good God has allowed sin to- 
come into the world for à purpose, 
then, on account of the eternal danger 
threatening ua, we see as never before 
glorious sacrifices, Doth buman and 
divine. We sec on account of salva- 
tion from sin how Christ's blood will 
not only lift us above the angels, but 
how, through Christ, we may become 
part of God himself. A mystery! An 
unfathomable mystery! Yet a mys- | 
tery which makes heaven blaze with |

trlumphant and far reaching light. 
Mystery of the Resurrection. 
` Mystery of the resurrection; How is 
the transformation between earth and 
heaven to take place? We know not. 
We cannot explain. The more we 
study it the deeper becomes the mys- 
tery. Rut though the resurrection is a 
mystery, those we eannotl by buwan 
reason understand haw these poor 
bodies of ours cau le so transformed 
that they will live forever, we can 
when reason halts proceed under the 
higher guidance of faith and accept 
the assurance of the Scriptures, that 
“this mortal shall put on immortality,” 


and that “if our earthly house of this | 


tabernacle be dissolved we have a 
building of God, a house not made 


t with hands, eternal lu the heavens." | 
How can this body which we lay in 


the grave, giving it over to corruption, |

ever be revived’ We do not know 
how, but we believe God and exclaim 
in triumph with the patrlnreh, “I know 
that my Redeemer liveth, and at last 
he shall stand upon the carth, and aft- 
er my skin, even this body, is destroy- 
ed, then without my flesh shall I sec 
God.“ Nor are we left exclusively to 
faith, for nature berself gives us a bint 
ef a transformation so significant as to 
be encouraging.

physical body into n heavenly body? 
Marvelous Transformations. 

We see marvelous transformations in 
the natural 
round us. We cannpt explain them, 
Shall we therefore refuse to believe 
them? Pick up in your hand, if you 
will, a common chestnut. It has with- 
in its simple shell a soft substance, 
which looks for all the world like a 
lump of hard flour pressed together. 
Yet in that simple substance in minia- 
ture is every known part of the chest- 
nut tree. Within that shell is the rgot, 
the bark, the branch, the leaf. If that 
simple nut can change into the 
branches of the wide spreading tree, 
may not we believe that our physical 
bodies, under the divine chemistry, 
may undergo an equally wondrous 
change which we cannot comprehend 
any more than we can tell how or when 
the transformation is to take place? A 
mystery, a mystery! How do we go 
down mortal and come up Immortal; go 
down corrupt and come up incorrupt? 
It is a mystery we cannot explain. 
Yet it is a mystery which has its anal- 
ogies in the natural world. It is a 
luystery which promises cach one of 
us a personality und an individuality 
in the eternal mansions. Grand, glo- 
rious, hopeful nud blessed is the mys- 
tery of the resurrection. 

I-have preached this sermon on mys- 
teries because I want young people, 
and especially young men, to fully 


| renlize that there are some statements 


found in the Bible that they should 
accept in faith, though they may never 
fully understand them iu this life. Oh, 
man, if you are not ready to accept 
some facts about Christ and salvation 
you cannot understand then you are 
like a foolish man trying to encompass 
the Atlantic ocean with a sewing girl’s 
thimble or like a little child peevishly 


| sulking because you cannot understand 


the laws of gravity. God is too big 
for your finite mind to compass. Heav- 
en Is too large n place for you in your 
study to take apart and put together 
again as a little girl might play with 
her doll house. 

Secept Christ, 

I preach this sermon also for an in- 
spiration. There is in our gospel 
enough of the plain- and practical to 
lead us to Christ. Beyond that there 
are mysteries, and we do not deny It, 
but in those very mysteries there are 
truths to which some sense deep with- 
in our nature responds witb a certain- 
ty au strong and as impregnable as the 
certainty that we derive from our 
sense of sight and touch. The exist- 
ence and presence of Jesus are no mere 
phantasy to his people. It Is a living, 
actual presence as real to them and as 
recognizable as thé presence of a wife 


whose footsteps you hear and recog: | 


nize lu the darkness, though you can- 
not see her form. They are conscious 
that he Is near them, as you would be 
conscious of the nearness of a beloved 
son in your pew this morning, even if 
you did not see him enter, 


Brother, sister, for many years trou- 


bled with mysteries, wash your eyes 
today in the “water of life’ and look 
and live. Accept Christ as your Sav- 
jour and then leave all the inexplica- 
ble mysteries to be explained to you 
In n better world. “We now see as 
through n glass darkly;” yes, but, 
thank God, we can see enough to per- 
relye the pardoning love of God in the 
face of Jesus Christ.

A new industry is offering itself to 
the farmers and manufacturers of the 
United States, The fact that 25,000,- 
000 worth of goat skins are now an- 
nually imported into the United 
States, and that the enterprising 
manufacturers are now obliged to 
send half way around the world for 
8 large share of them, suggests that 
the farmers of the country have great 
opportunity to put a large share of this 
sum into their own pockets, and that 
the entire sum may be divided be- 
tween our producers and manufactur 
ers. 

A statement just presented by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
through its Bureau of Statistics, 
shows that importations of goat skins 
into the United States are now run- 
ning at the rate of $25,000,000 per an- 
num, and that a large share of these 
are brought from India, China, Arabia 
and Southeastern Russia. The in- 
creasing popularity of certain classes 
of kid leather for footwear, as well as 
gloves, has increased very greatly the 
demand for goat skins in the United 
States within recent years. In 1885 
the value of goat skins imparted was 
about $4,000,000; by 1890 it had grown 
to $9,000,000; by 1898 it was $15,000,- 
000; in 1900 it was $22,000,000, and in 
1903 it was $25,000,000 in round num- 
bers. 

Of this large sum of money sent 
out of the country to purchase goat 
skins, $7,000,000 went to India; near- 
ly $2,000,000 to China; $2,500,000 to 
France, $1,500,000 to Russia; $1,500,- 
000 to Brazil; $1,000,000 to Argentina, 
and another $1,000,000 to Arabia. 
From India, which took less than $5,- 
000,000 worth of merchandise of all 
kinds from the United States last 
year, and has increased her purchases 
from us less than $2,000,000 in a de- 
cad@, we have Increased our importa- 
tions of goat skins alone from $2,- 
000,000 in 1892 to $7,500,000 In 1902. 

From Brazil, which has reduced her 
imports from the United States from 
$15,000,000 in 1895 to $10,000,000 in 
1903, our purchases of goat skins last 
year were $1,500,000. 

France, Russia, the United King- 
dom, Turkey in Europe, Turkey in 
Asia, Arabia, China, Southern Africa, 
| Argentina and Mexico also contribute 
liberally to the supply of goat skins 
to make tip the $25,000,000 worth of 
this product brought into the United 
States annually. The farmers of the 
United States are apparently making 
no effort to reip any part of this gold- 
en harvest for themselves. The cen- 
aus of IW) showed the total number 
of goats in the United States to be 
less than 2,000,000 In number, and 
when it was understood that the skins 
of probably 20,000,000 goats were re- 
quired to make the 825,000.40) worth 
imported lust year it would be seen 
that the supply from the United 
States could have formed but a small 
share of the tofal consumption. Yet 
the fact that a large share of our sup- 
ply of this Import comes from India, 
China, Franee and Mexico suggests 
that there are large areas In the Unit- 
ed States which might produce goats 
successfully and in sufficiently large 
numbers to supply the entire home 
demand. 


We illustra e herewith a corn-crib 
and feeding toor, The illustration 
shows the end elevation of the crib.

The crib is filled through 
a door near the top of the highest side, 
a spice two and one-half feet wide, 
next to the roof, being left the entire 
length of the crib for that purpose.

The Birth Of This Paper. A Blizzard 
Preceded it. Comparisons Of Then 
And Now. Some Interesting 
Reminiscenses Of Old 
Salisbury. 


Just years ago this March 
the SALISBURY ADVERTISER first 
saw the light of day. I well remember 
the first issue of the EASTERN 
SHOREMAN, (for that was its name 
then), The Friday n’git before the 
issue the old Washim ton hand press 
was kept hard at it until about seven 
the next morning. And whata day it 
was! One of the heaviest snow falls 
that had ever visited the lower Penin- 
sula. What its depth was I have no 
means of knowing just now, but I 
should judge it was about 14 inches 
on the level. 

Messrs. Joe Bell and Al Wailes, the 
editors, had made extraordinary efforts 
to get the payer out, and had instruct- 
ed Mr. J. W. F. Cooper and Mr. Sam- 
uel Savage to see that a copy of it 
reached every house within the town 
of Salisbury and in all the nearby 
towns. But the snow somewhat up- 
set all their plans. The compositors 
(or working force) were: Sam Sav- 
age, Ned Gunby, and, if I am not 
wrong in this one respect, a William 
L. Bradley. These compositors bravely 
weathered the storm, each with a huge 
bundle of papers and before noon on 
that eventful Saturday every house 
was visited and a copy of the paper 
left. For a country paper, with the 
erudest of machinery to print it on, 
it was a model of typographical 
neatness, and its editorials were 
strongly written in the purest of dic 
tion by one of the most scholarly men 
that section of the Eastern Shore pro- 
duced Joseph Bell. 

Jenn look back and see Sam Savage 
plodding along through the heavy snow 
delivering the papers, and now and

BILL IN THE HOUSE. 


To incorporate The Somerset And Wi- 
comico Light, Power And Rallway 
Company. Capital Stock Fixed 
At $300,000 Divided Into 
6,000 Shares 


Delegate Riggin, of Somerset coun- 
ty, presented a bill in the House 
Thursday incorporating the Somerset 
and Wicomico Light, Power and Rail- 
way Company and naming Marion L. 
Brewington, S. Frank Dashiell, L. 
C. Quinn, Lloyd Riggin, Joshua W. 
Miles, Clarence P. Lankford, James 
H. Cullen, H. Fillmore Lankford and 
A. Webster Ewell as incorporators. 
The usual powers of a corporation are 
conferred in the bill, and the company 
is authorized to construct and operate 
a railroad between Salisbury, Prin- 
cess Anne and Crisfield, with such lat- 
eral branches as they may desire in 
Somerset and Wicomico counties, using 
either steam, electricity or other mo- 
tive power. It is also empowered to 
manufacture and sell electricity and 
to lay or construct lines of wires, posts 
and conduits upon or under streets or 
roads in any town in the two counties. 

Power to build bridges, erect depot 
and condemn private property is also 
given. The capital stock is fixed at 
$300,000, divided into 6,000 shares of 

50 each. 

For 10 years after the completion of 
the road it shall be subjected to State 
taxation only.

A Veteran Tourist Gives Advice on 
Looking Trim on Shipboard. 

“I have prided myself, always,” 
waid the veteran tourist, “on looking 
even more trim and trig aboard sh p 
than I would on terra firma. Women 
who fall victims to sea-sickne:s are 
prone to come on deck looking care- 
less—yes, even untidy, If sea-sickness 
overtakes you, go to your berth, and 
stay there until you are well—able 
to look your best. Nowhere are wo- 
men more open to criticism from the 
other sex than aboard ehip. For men, 
be it said to their credit,.are fastidi- 
ous as to the appearance they make 
on deck. 

“First and foremost, provide your- 
self with a well-fitting, gracefully 
hanging walking skirt, one that es- 
capes the ground by a good margin. 
On board a liner you will also need a 
Smart high gown for dinner. And 
don't forget a pretty dressing gown, 
for the bathroom is often far away 
from the cabin. For neckwear have 
several cravats.

This young woman says that half 
the charm of occidental life is lost by 
our lack of manners. 

“No one can become cognizant of 
this,” said she, “until they have pass- 
ed a few weeks in the Mlkado's Em- 
pire, To me upon my return to Amer- 
ica, the children appear especally like 
barbarians. We do not understand 
child cult as they do there, and our 
lives are robbed of half its charm con- 
sequently. To the average American, 
children are more or less of a burden 
and certainly under no conditions are 
they given that careful study they de- 
serve and which falls to their lot in 
Japan. 

“The Japanese are truly idealistic, 
The child is the center of the home 
life and is positively idolized. From 
the moment of its arrrival upon the | 
scene of its life becomes to its parents 
a subject of the most serious study.

the friends of the mother are invited 
to a meeting at which is discussed a 
scheme of de oration for the set of 
miniature garments the little one is 
to wear. In the discussion of this im- 
poriant matter the subject of the de- 
sign of the child's dresses is very 
closely considered. This might be 
cherry blossom or apple, or a land- 
scape pertaining to- tho month In 
which the new arrival will be born. 
Very often the costume is selected to 
express the Ideas and sentiments of 
the mother. Having been finally de- 
cided upon, the designs are placed in 
the hands of some great artist, who 
executes them in water colors on silk. 
When those are ready, friends of the 
family again convene to discuss the 
execution of the designs. These are, 
finally, given to an expert stencil cut- 
ter and, after the finishing touches 
have heen given them by the artist, 
are applied directly to the silk. In 
this way a Japaneso baby often Is ar- 
rayod In garments as costly ns a per- 
manent picture would be, for in order 
to have the design absolutely unique 
the stencils are ofton destroyed.

Whatever may be said against the 
British railway companies, it cannot 
be alleged that they have not provided 
us with fine railway stations. Twenty- 
five stations, picked at random in 
this country, bave an area of 618 1-2 
acres, almost as great as that of 
Hyde Park and Kensington Gardens 
together.

able of all these stations is that at 
Crewe. 

Great and costly works are in pro- 
gress tò enable the Northwestern 
Company to deal efficiently with its 
cnormous traffic at that point. The 
new goods station is now completed, 
and the alterations in the passenger 
station have just been begun. The 
old station, Including the goods and 
passenger area, covered ninety-three 
acres; now it has an area of 223 acres. 

In the new goods station the space 
Toofed in is 40,000 square feet, or eight 
acres; there are 220 sidings, with a 
length of thirty-one miles, and 4,000 


wagons are made up and dispatched 
every day.

Mrs. Lizzie Wright Dies At Her Home 
Near Mardela Springs Of Paralysis. 


Mrs: Lizzie Wright, wife of the late 
Levin W. Wright, died at her home 
near Mardela Springs, carly Tuesday 
morning of paralysis, aged 85 years, 
6 months and 2 days. She was the 
oldest member of the Methodist Prot- 
estant Church on the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland. She was one of a little 
band of six who formed a membership 
in 1828 and subsequently built old 
Sneathen Chapel in the neighborhood 
where she has spent her life. The 
little chapel has, been rebuilt and 
stands on the old original site. She 
was an old pioneer and possessed a 
remarkable talent.

-TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


Los Angeles, Cal, Feb. 21.—In this

The Presbyterian church bas enrolled 
nmong its leaders many intellectual 
thomovians, Entitled to a prominent 
pieeo among them by his learning, phil- 
osophie neunen and sanctified common 
Sense is Dr. Francis L. Patton, former- 
ly president of Princeton university 


and now president of Princeton Theo- 


teal seminary. Many of his weighty 
tern s have impressed me, but none 
more than one he made on the value 
and usefulness of the Episcopalian 
church. 0 
lis words in substance were: “I be- 


| beve the Episeopalian church is one of 


the most efective churches in exist- 
ence today. I believe in its ritual; I be 
If 1 were not a 


Episcopalian, But, though I love and 


| honor the Episcopalian church, I also 


believe that the most absurd of mon- 
strosities isa Presbyterian in his form 
of worship trying to ape an Episcopa- 
lian. While we are: Presbyterians let 
us remain Presbyterians. When we 
Want to bevome Episcopalians in our 
form of worship, in responsive read- 
ings and in all that the Episcopalian 
service implies, let us become Episco- 
pallans. But do not let us try to change 
the Presbyterian pulpit into n chancel 
or the grand old simple service of the 
Presbyterian church into a concert by 
a surpliced choir and into the liturgy 
of the Episcopalian church.” 

The Spring Fast. 

Amen, say I, to the sound advice of 
Dr. Patton, The simple doxology. the 
two or three congregational hymns, 
the chapter read from the Bible, the 
earnest prayers and the doctrinal as 
well as practical sermon ean never be 
excelled ss a service for the grand old 
church which the names of Jobn Cal- 
vin aud Jolin Knox and Thomas Chal- 
mers ant Thomas Guttrte and Lowell 
Mason and William Taylor and John 
Hall have made immortal. But, though 
I would not have the Presbyterian 
church adopt a ritual, I still insist that 
ihe Episcopalian church has not an ex- 
clusive title to all the good things she 
may bold dear. Especially do 1 afirm 
that she has not a sole right to her 
which starts with Ash 
Wednesday and closes with Easter's 
dawn. Way back in Joel we read the 
command, “Sanctify ye a fast; call a 
assemblage.” If that divine 


God's ancient people, Is there a better 
time for its observance than the period 
preceding our commemoration of the 
passion und resurrection of our Lord? 
It was at this season of the year, too, 
that the Master withdrew to the desert 
before the beginning of his ministry 
and there, fasting for forty days, pre- 
pared for the ordeal of his temptation. 
It will he well for Presbyterians as for 
Episcopalians to meditate on that ex- 


perience of our Lord and draw near to 


bim in our hearts. We must have self 
abnegation for sin before we can truly 
have closer union with God. Therefore 
the purpose of this sermon is to show 
why the Episcopalian Lent should be- 
come a Presbyterian Lent, also why 
the “spring fast,” which is the time of 
the “lenuthening of days,” should be 
observed all over the world by all 
Christians, no matter to what Individ- 
ual churches they may belong.

8 Obey the Divine Command. 


Is not society’s call too often “the f 


call of the wild?” In the social world 
when you give a banquet do you not 
for the most part ask only those in 
your own social set? Do you obey the 
divine command, “When thou makest 


‘a dinner or ad supper call not thy 


friends nor thy brethren, neither thy 
kinsmen nor thy rich neighbors, lest 
they also bid thee again and a recom- 
pense be made thee But when thou 
makest a feast call the poor, the 
maimed, the lame, the blind, and thou 
shalt be blessed, fer they cannot rec- 
ompense thee, but thou shalt be recom- 
pensed at the resurrection of the just.” 
Is not society's call often “the call of 
the wild" because it is a call to selfish- 
ness, the call of only doing good to 
them who do gooil to you? Is it not 
often the call merely of wealth to asso- 
ciate with weülth and social caste with 
social caste? Ob, ye worshipers at the 
social shrines, better heed today the 
Lenten éall! Better snuff out the many 
lights of the ballrooms and the ban- 
quet halls! Know ye not that during 
the “spring fast" the lowly Nazarene is 
knocking at the door of your hearts 
trying to get in? 
"Tis true we cannot réench Christ's for- 
tleth day, 

Yet to go part of that religious way 

Is better than no deed. 
Neither ought other men's abuse of Lent 


Spoil the goed use, lest by that argument 
We forfeit all our creed, 


The Lenten Call, 

The Episcopalian Lent, in the next 
place, is a protest against business ab- 
sorption. It says to the merchant, the 
manufacturer and the professional 
man: “You have a right to work. In- 
deed, you must work and work hard if 
you are to support your family and 
meet the financial necessities which 
are yours. But, O man, you have no 
right to make the acquisition of money 
the chief object of your life any more 
than you have a right to Mve to cat. 
‘By the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread.’ But that sweat should not 
make thee indifferent to God or to the 
higher purposes of life, for which thou 
wert created.” 

Put the great danger of inoney mak- 
ing is that the acquisition of wealth 
may become a passion. The calls of 
the money market become so great and 
urgent that an average business man 
does not feel that he has time to stop 
and think about his relations to God. 
Amid the whirl of business activities he 
feels n great deal as did Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes during his trip through 
England. He said he went so fast he 
had time “to talk with lots of people, 
but he had time to have a true conver- 
sation with none.” By that the poet 
Holmes meant that he had time to drop 
here a word and there a word, but he 
went through Europe so quickly he 
lind no time to exchange heart to heart 
thoughts with great thinkers, as he did 
with Max Muller when he lay in hbis 
house sick for nearly a week, But 
though the business world would de- 
mand all of a man's energies, the 
Lenten season comes into a busy mer- 
chant's life and says, “O man, you 
should never be too busy to take time 
to think of your responsibilities to 
God!“ So the Episcopalian Lent sends 
its best men straight into the very 
heart of Wall street. In old Trinity 
church In the busiest part of the day 
during the Lenten season we hear the 
Christian preacher's voice calling, as do 
the Mohammedan priests from the 
minarets of the eastern mosques: “O 
business meu, come to prayers! Come 
to prayers! O ye business men, come 
to prayers, come to prayers, come to 
prayers!" 

A Plea For Higher Life. 

The Lenten season pleads with busi- 
ness men for the higher life, ns I once 
heard Robert Speer plead with a great 
audience of men for the higher life. 
“Men,” sald be, “I have always been 
ambitious. By that I mean I have al- 
ways wanted to make the most out of 
my life. If I had thought I could 
have made more out of my life by en- 
tering the United States army I cer- 
tainly would have done so. Had I 
thought I would have made more out 
of my life by entering business I 
should bave consecrated my energies 
to money making. But I did think I 
could make most out of my life by be- 
ing an evangelist of God. Therefore, 
men, I beg and plead with you, no mat- 
ter who you are, to live for the higher 
life. If you are a merchant, be a 
Christian merchant; If a lawyer, be a 
Christian lawyer; If a manufacturer, 
be n Christian manufacturer.” Thus 
the Lenten senson says: “Live for the 
higher Jife. Make your counter, O 
man, n Christian counter. Make your 
mechanic's bench a Christian bench. 
Make your office a Christian office. Be 
like Paul, a Christian tentmaker, At 
the same time he was a Christian 
preacher.” O business men. wher- 
ever you may be and whatever you 
may be doing, “sanctify ye a fast; call 
a solemn assemblage!" Come to pray- 
era! Come to the Lenten prayers!

Oh, no. The habit of fasting, Inspired 
by bonstful folly and the desire of see- 
ing how long we can live without tast- 
ing food, is Just as sinful as the oppo- 
site extreme of gluttony, to see how 
much one can eat without utterly de- 
stroying the smooth workings of the di- 
gestive organs. 

Spiritual ' housecleaning does not 
mean the complete abstinence from 
physical food. It docs mean emphatic- 
ally the reconsecration and the rededl- į 
cation of the domestic fireside to Jesus 
Christ through self abnegation. It 
means that we shall have prayers at 
the cradle. It means that we shall 
bave prayers In the bedroom and pray- 
ers in the parlor and prayers in the sit- 
ting room und prayers in the kitchen | 
and have the dining room spread with 
a gospel banquet of the “bread of life.” 
If next wees you were to entertain the | 
king of Eng aml or the emperor of Ger- | 
many, sou would turn your home up- 
side dosen io make it attractive for the 
advent of his majesty. Shall we not in 
the same Way, by spiritual houseclean- ' 
ing, prepare for the entertainment of | 
our Heavenly King by casting out of 
doors all sinful thoughts and desires ; 
which hund lodgment in our hearts? 

Prepnrations For Christ. 

The Lenten season in the home means 
simply the spiritual preparation for 
Christ to visit the home. When Mar- 
tin Farquhar Tupper, the famous Eng- 
lish poct, came to visit us in Brooklyn 
We gave to lim the very best room in 
the house. We gathered together the 
most famous literary men of the city 
to meet him. At that party Horace 
Gresley came, and William Cullen 
Pryant came and read his *Thanatop- 
sis.“ and George Wiliam Curtis came, 
and 1 think John G. Whittier came. 1 
well remember my mother gixing to 
me Tupper's popular book, “proverbial 
Philosophy,” and saying: “Read that 
book. You should know who Martin 
Farquhar Tupper is before he comes, 
and then you can honor him as he 
should be honored.” In like manner 
the Lenten season in the home is an 
appropriate time for the spiritual prep- 
aration for Christ's coming to the 
home. The children should be told all 
about him and be prepared to welcome 
the Savfour as a friend) The cook nnd 
the chambermaid should be told all 
about him, so that they may know how 
Christ loved Martha, the busy cook, as 
well as the gentle Mary who sat at his 
feet. Home friends should be told all 
about him, so that they also may come 
in and kono? the divine guest. As we 
in the Brooklyn Lome read and reread 
the writings of the English poet in or- 
der to know what his thoughts might 
be, so to prepare for the advent of 
Christ in the home we should read and 
reread the words which he spoke unto 
lis disciples of old. We should prepare 
to greet Cheist not ag u stranger, but 
as a long loved and anxiously awaited 
friend. 


For Better Church Life. 

The Lenten season is an annual plea 
for the spirituallzation of the church. 
Ministers of the different Protestant 
churches are more and more getting 
into the custom of going into n “re- 
treat“ at least cnco a year, where by 
fasting und prayer they may spiritual- 
ly prepare themselves for thelr ec- 
clesinstical ministrations, At least 
once n year as church members we 
should go into a spiritual “retreat.” 
In that “retreat” we should call upon 
our Heavenly Father that the Holy 
Spirit may bless us in our rolntlon- 
skip with our midweek prayer mect- 
ings and Sunday schools and Christian 
Endeavor societies and Lless us in our 
relationship to his great church at 
large. 

After Jesus Christ drove the money 
changers out of the temple, were the 
attempts to sceularlze the house of 
God into a plece for mere educational 
and literary and musical and social 
and financtal enjoyment forever nban- 
doned? Do not some of us, conscious- 
ly and unconsciously, fall into the er- 
ror of coming to church merely on ac- 
count of the oratcrleal gifts of the 
preacher? Did not thousands upon 
thousands of worshipérs sit at the feet 
of a Beecher, a Cumming, a Rowland 
Hill aud a John Wesley, not because 
they were worshiping God, but rather 
becouse they were worshiping a bril- 


liant man? Do not thousands upon 
thousands of people go to the great 
cathedrals of Europe In order to hear 
the music, Just us those same musical 
lovers would sit at the feet of n Liszt, 
a Paderewski or a Damrosch? 

We know that the finest living mu- 
sical composer of Italy leads the Vati- 
can choir and the finest organist of all 
London ls master of St. Paul's famous 
organ and that Plymouth church was 
not more noted for the fact that it had 
one of the p. tof preachers than 
that it had one of the nceatest oi mu- 
siclins, who was nbl” o> minke its or- 
gan pipes weep and sob as well as 
sound a mighty hosanna. Are not some 


business man takes an account of of our churches on account of their 


stock, we find the spring fast comes 
just before the days when the bouse- 
wives are turning the houses upside 
down in their semiannual attacks upon 
the dust and the moths, It ia the time 
which we husbands dread, but it is the 
housecleaning time, which every pru- 


dent wife declares ls essential for the | 


physical healtheof her family. It is nb- 
solutely necessury to keep physical dirt 
‘out of a house, yet In spite of all pre- 
cautions it will keep creeping In every- 
where. Although the workmen in the 
Vhiladelphia mint are ns careful as 
they can be, the dirt and the fine parti- 
cles of gold will sift through the floor 
cracks. So grent are these siftings that 
every year the floor is taken up and 
the dirt is separated from the gold, and 
fhousands of dollars’ worth of gold are 
us collected for the United States 
trensury. In spite of all our precau- 
tons the minute, innumerable stains of 
sin will creep into the heart. There- 
fore ench year it is very desirable to 
obey the call to the Lenten spring fast. 

Once a year is certainly not too often 
to take n spiritual accounting and to 
conduct a serious self examination. The 
call to a fast should reach the ear of, 


wealth belng more and more secular- 
ized into mere social cluba? Do not 
many professional men go to church 
not for the spiritual good they may get 
out of those churches, but that they 
may be able to come in touch with 
those who worship in those congrega- 
tions? Is it not becoming more and 
more the custom for the members of 
the church boards of trustees to judge 
of tho success or the failure of tho 
church by the criterion of money—by 
tho way that church In its collections 
| is able to take in as well as give out 
wealth? 
Heed the Summons. 

Oh, yes, my friends, the church mem- 
bers should heed the Lenten summons, 
They should heed the spiritual call, 
which soars above the discordant ones 
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of the busy marts oven as the clear 
note of the thrush may be heard above’ 
the bedlam of the woods sounding. the 
revelile of the morning. They should | 
hear the Lenten call which says to the | 
clergyman, “Oh, ordained undershep- | 
herd of the Christian pulpit, down on 
your knees and pray!” t calls to | 
the elders and dencons a Sunday 
school officers, “Down on your knees 
and pray!” It calls to the lay members, 
whether bediamonded and in silks or in 
humble homespun, “Down on your 
knees in prayer!’ Oh, that we might 
all heed the spiritual Lenten call and 
make Christ's church a veritable “house 
of prayer.” 

Thus; my friends, the spring fast 
calls to the men in the social world 
and to the men in the business world 
and to the men in the home and to the 
men in the church to come to prayers. 
It calls at this time because on the 
coming of Ash Wednesday we shall 
celebrate the beginning of one of the 
most triumphant and yet saddest times 
of all Christ's earthly existence. The 
Jordanic baptism was just over. Christ 
was about to begin his divine mission, 
We know not how far the human na- 
ture he assumed may have obscured 
for the time the divine attributes he 
possessed. It may be that in those for- 
ty days of solitary thought and prayer 
he realized more clearly than in his 
former years the sublimity of his work 
and of his sacrifice. He saw what his 
work was to be. He saw how he must 
carry the burden of man's sins and die 
for man and be resurrected before he 
could return to his Father's throne, 

May this coming spring fast of the 
Lenten seuson be to you also a time of 
spiritual awakening. May it be a time 
when you will not only realize that 
God has a glorious earthly work for 
you to do, but a time when you can 
realize that after work is done you 
shall live on and on and with Christ 
and never dic. May you during the 
next coming forty days be much in 
prayer, much in earnest beseechment. 
May you also feel and know that the 
Way you are to be best fitted for that 
earthly work is by the depth of your 
repentance us well as by the height of 
your glorious and triumphant faith. 
May God bless this Lenten season to 
us all!

France's Last Stronghold, 

A report of uncertain origin which 
obtained currency a few days ago at- 
tributed to ‘le United States the in- 
tention of purchasing and to France 
the intention of selling the small group 
of islands off the coast of Newfound- 
land known us St. Pierre and Miquelon. 
Our Paris correspondent was able to 
send us the assurance that the report |. 
was absolutely devoid of foundation. 

The Islands have n certain material 
value for France. But from the purely 
commercial point of view their value to 
our neighbors cannot be very great. 
Their total area is only ninety-three 
square miles, and according to the last 
census the population was only 6,352, of 
whom only 4,700 are permanent resi- 
dents, the balance being made up of n 
floating population of officials, gen- 
darmes aud fishermen. Practically no 
Vegetation exists on the barren, rocky 
surface of the islands. 

This little group of rocky Islands, set 
in the northern sea, is the sole remain- | 
ing relic of the once great empire which | 
France possessed on the North Amerl- 
can continent.—London Post. 


Silver and Wounds, 

Dr. Reboul has made use with excel- 
lent results of a sheet of silver leaf in 
dressing wounds and ulcerations. The 
silver sticks closely to the surfaces of 
the wounded or discased tissue and a 
small quantity of cotton soaked In col- 
lodion is sufficient to keep it in place. 
When the wound is fresh it heals | 
quickly without Inflammation or sup- 
puration. A perfect c!catrization of | 
ulcerated cancer of the skin has been 
attained by this means. 

The antiseptic properties of silver 
are not popularly known. Some years 
ago Dr. Rollin of Lyons, in cultivating 
microbes in a bouillon which he had 
Placed in a silver cup, found that the 
microbes per!shed and at the end of a 
few hours completely disappeared, and 
the fact was all the more remarkable 
as the same microbes multiplied when 
placed in another vessel. Pursuing his 
investigations, Dr. Rollin analyzed the 
boulllon which was contalued in the 
silver vessel and foun! therein a very 
small trace of silver, which Infinitely 
small quantity had rendered the boull- 
lon antiseptic.

SOWING GRASS SEED 


Preparation of Soil Should be 
Very Thorough. 


—_ 


The Harrowing Should Be Continued 
Until Surface is Smooth. 

As a rule, the sowing of grass of 
various kinds is made with some 
grain crop, and usually in the fall with 
wheat or rye. This method, however, 
is not just to the grass, nor is it fav- 
orable for the best results to the seed- 
ing. The so-called foster crop very 
often robs the grass and exhausts the 
soil of its needed nutriment, and a very 
Poor catch is the result. If the soil is 
thoroughly well prepared by manuring 
and sufficient tillage, the two crops 
may grow together very weli, and the 
grass make a good stand. But this 
is seldom the case except with a few 
farmers, who need no advice or sug- 
gestion upon the subject. The great 
majority of farmers need to study this 
subject, and understand the require- 


ments of the grass for its successful 
culture. 


The preparation of the soil should be 


very thorough. The land should be 
plowed deeply, and a liberal coat of 
manure turned under, not buried,. but 
with the furrows laid over at an angle 
of forty-five degrees, so that the ma- 
nure lies between the layers of soil 
standing on edge in- a sloping manner. 
The harrow, run along the furrows, 
works the soll and manure together, 
mixing them and making them fine 
and compact. The harrowing should 
be continued until the whole surface 
is as smooth as a garden, and the soll 
is quite fine. If the land is clayey 


and lumpy, it should be rolled between | 


the harrowings. 


Sowing the seed alone is preferabla. 
If any grain crop at all is used, It 
should be oats in the spring, or buck- 
wheat early in July, as may be most 
convenient. Excellent seeding has been 
made early in August with a pound of 
turnip seed to the acre, This shelters 
the young grass during the winter, and 
dying, the turnips decay in the spring 
and afford a most useful fertilizer for 
the crop. Timothy and clover, and or- 


chard grass and clover, and the three | 


kinds mixed, and orchard grass alone, 
have been sown in all of these three 
ways with better results than when 
Bown with fall grain and subjected to 
the risks of the winter weather. 

In sowing grass and clover seeds an 
even stand is desirable, and to secure 
this, great care is to be taken in the 
sowing. A very good practice is to 
make the last harrowing with grent 
care, evenly and with the marks all 
parallel. Then the sower can follow 
these marks, first taking the edge of 
the fleld and returning six short paces 
distant from the frst oourtze. Then re- 
turning on the second course, and ul- 
ways sowing with the right hand to 
the left. Six feet for each cast is as 
much as can be taken with light seed. 
as orchard grass, blue grass, redtop, 
etc., and as much as should be taken 
with timothy, and the quantity of seed 
taken may be rendily gauged to the 
width of the cast. The cast is made 
with each movement of the right foot. 
When the wind is blowing, even slight- 
ly, the casts should be made low, to 
avoid irregular dropping of the seed. 
and when the light seeds are sown it 
is easier to walk across the harrow 
marks when the tracks made nre 
easily seen, and as the wind may carry 
the seed to one side, the sower may go 
out of the straight track to accommo-

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


Los Angeles, Cal, Feb. 21.—In this 
sermon the preacher sounds the Lent- 
en cail to all classes—the social devo- 
teo, the business man, the humble 
worker nnd the homekeeper, the rich 
aud the poor alike—as a summons to 
the annual duties of the season of spir- 
itual preparation, The text is Joel 1. 
14, “Sanctify ye n fast; call a solemn 
assemblage.” J 

The Presbyterian church bas enrolled 
nmong its leaders many intellectual 
thewogians, Entitled to n prominent 
pisec among them by his learning, phil- 
osopiie ncumen and sanctified common 
sense is Dr, Francis L. Patton, former- 
ly president of Princeton university 
and now president of Princeton Theo- 
Iocieal seminary. Many of his weighty 
Uiternness have impressed me, but none 
more than one he made on the value 
and usefulness of the Episcopalian 
church. 

His words in substance were: “I be- 


| keve the Episeopaljan church is one of 


the most eeetive churches in exist- 
ence today, I believe in its ritual; I be- 
in its tenchings. If I were not a 


| Presbyterian, 1 would certainly be an 


Episcopalian. But, though I love and 


| honor the Episcopalian church, I also 


believe that the most absurd of mon- 


| strosities is a Presbyterian in his form 
| of worship trying to ape an Episcopa- 


lian. 


us 


While we are Presbyterians let 
romain Presbyterians, When we 
want to become Episcopalians in our 
form of worship, in responsive read- 
ings and in all that the Episcopalian 
service implies, let us become Episco- 
palians. But do not let us try to change 
the Vreshyterian pulpit into a chancel 
or the grand old simple service of the 
Presbyterian church into a concert by 
a surpliced choir and into the liturgy 
of the Episcopalian church,“ 

The Spring Fast. 

Amen, say I, to the sound advice of 
Dr. Patton. The simple doxology, the 
two or three congregational hymns, 
the chapter read from the Bible, the 
carnest prayers and the doctrinal as 
Well as practical sermon can never be 
excelled ss a service for the grand old 
church which the names of John Cal- 
vin and John Knox and Thomas Chal- 
mors um “Fhomes Guthrie and Lowell 
Mason and William Taylor and John 
Hall have made jmmortal, But, though 
I woukl not have the Presbyterian 
church adept a ritual, I still insist that 
the Episcopalian church has not an ex- 
clusive title to all the good things she 
may hold dear. Especially do I affirm 
that she has not a sole right to her 
spring fast. which starts with Ash 
Wednesday and closes with Easter's 
dawn. Way back in Joel we read the 


| command, “Sanctify ye a fast; call a 


solemn assemblage.” If that divine 
command is still in force for us as for 
God's ancient people, is there n better 
time for its observance than the period 
preceding our commemoration of the 
passion and resurrection of our Lord? 
It was at this season of the year, too, 
that the Master withdrew to the desert 
before the beginning of his ministry 
and there, fasting for forty days, pre- 
pared for the ordeal of his temptation. 
It will he well for Presbyterians as for 
Episcopalians to meditate on that ex- 
perience of our Lord and draw near to 
bim in our hearts. We must have self 
abnegation for sin before we can truly 
have closer union with God. Therefore 
the purpose of this sermon is to show 
why the Episcopalian Lent should be- 
come a Presbyterian Lent, also why 
the “spring fast,” which is the time of 
the “lengthening of days,” should be 
observed oll over the world by all 
Christians, no matter to what Indlvid- 
val churches they may belong. 
Warning of Spiritual Danger. 
The Episcopalian Lent, in the first 
place, calls a halt to the social dissi- 
pations now being practiced in all the 
large cities, It cries, “Peace, be still!” 
to the socia] whirlpool, which is grad- 
ually sucking down its many strug- 
gling victims as Peter was once being 
drawn into the depths of the Galilean 
Jake, It says to the women of the 
“social abyss,” “You have something 
higher to Jive for than a nightly round 
of receptions and parties and a never 
ending stecession of afternoon teas.” 


| It says to the young men of the “so- 


Chal abyss.” who, under the power of 
Btimulints, sre trying to work in the 
store hy day and to dance almost ev- 
ery night until 1 or 2 o'clock in the 
morning, “Youngs man, you bad better 
stop nml consider to what purpose you 
are devoting the best energies of your 
life Tt warns the social devotee of 
te spiritual danger of his course, as a 
noted New York capitalist warned him 
of the unanclal danger, when some 
time ago Le ssid: “The young men 
Who will not succecd In business are 
those who night after night may be 
found in the ballrooms und the dance 
balls antat the eity clubhouses drink- 
ing n Uttle. playing cards a little and 
cating expensive dinners, ‘They are 
sometimes called the drones of so- 
elety, This Is a misnomer, Like some 
small insects that sport for n day in 


| the summer sunshine, they are minute 


destructives. Their lives in the econo- 
my af social life make one of the pet- 
ty arencles of degeneration,” 

Was not the capitalist rizht? Are 
not the baliroom and the dance hall 
and the clubhouse a continual menace 
to siecoss La business? Can n young 
man go to on progressive euch party 
and play cards until clock nnd sii 
down to a midnight banquet nnd thep 
be in the right physical and mental 
trim to sel) goods in the store tue next 
morning? Is not the soclal shrine also 
n very poor foundation upon which to 
build the altar of Jesus Christ? Is not 
most of its influence spiritually deplet- 
ing? Kome time ago I read a wonder- 
ful book cutitled “The Call of the 
Wild.” "Phe central figure of that story 
Wis a magnificent dog, a cross between 
a St. Bernard and a Great Dane, He 
Was stolen from his California home 
and sent far north into the Klondike 
regions, where he -was compelled to 
drag the miners’ sleds over the Alaskan 
snows, Juck London, the writer, with 
a master band traces him from a great, 


dig. loving house dog down and down 
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until he is a dog thief umong dog | 
thieves. He traces his degencraty down 
and down until at last the bayings of 
the wolves call him into the darkness 
of the northern forests, atid “the call of 
the wild” is answered by the response 
of the wild.” ` 


2 Obey the Divine Command. 


Is not society's call too often “the ff 


call of the wild?” In the social world 
when you give a banquet do you not 
for the most part ask only those in 
your own social set? Do you obey the 
divine command, “When thou makest 
a dinner or a supper call not thy 
friends nor thy brethren, neither thy 
kinsmen nor thy rich neighbors, lest 
they also bid thee again and a recom- 
pense be made thee. But when thou 
makest a feast call the poor, the 
maimed, the lame, the blind, and thou 
shalt be blessed, fer they cannot rec- 
ompense thee, but thou shalt be recom- 
pensed at the resurrection of the just.” 
Is not sovicty’s call often “the call of 
the wild“ because it is a call to selfish- 
ness, the call of only doing good to 
them who do good to you? Is it not 
often the call merely of wealth to asso- 
ciate with wealth and social caste with 
social caste? Ob, ye worshipers at the 
social shrines, better heed today the 
Lenten call! Better snuff out the many 
lights of the ballrooms and the ban- 
quet halls!) Know ye not that during 
the “spring fast’ the lowly Nazarene is 
knocking at the door of your hearts 
trying to get in? 
‘Tis true we cannot reach Christ's for- 

tleth day, 

Yet to go part of that religious way 

Is better than no deed 
Neither ought other men's abuse of Lent 


Spoil the good use, lest by that argument 
We forfeit all our creed, 


The Lenten Call. 

The Episcopalian Lent, in the next 
place, is n protest against business ab- 
sorption. It says to the merchant, the 
manufacturer and the professional 
man: “You have a right to work. In- 
deed, you must work and work hard if 
you are to support your family and 
meet the financial necessities which 
are yours. But, O man, you have no 
right to make the acquisition of money 
the chief object of your life any more 
than you have n right to Mve to cat: 
‘By the sweut of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread.’ But that sweat should not 
make thee indifferent to God or to the 
higher purposes of life, for which thou 
wert created.” 

Put the grent danger of money mak- 
ing is that the acquisition of wealth 
may become a passion. The calls of 
the money market become so great and 
urgent that an average business man 
does not feel that he bas time to stop 
and think about his relations to God. 
Amid the whirl of business activities he 
feels n grent deal as did Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmeg during his- trip through 
England. He said he went so fast he 
bad time “to talk with lots of people, 
but he had time to have a true conver- 
sation with none.” By that the poet 
Holmes meant that he had time to drop 
here a word and there a word, but he 
went through Europe so quickly he 
had no time to exchange heart to heart 
thoughts with great thinkers, as he did 
with Max Muller when he lay in his 
house sick for nearly a week. But 
though the business world would de- 
mand all of a man's energies, the 
Lenten season comes into a busy mer- 
chant's life and says, “O man, you 
should never be too busy to take time 
to think of your responsibilities to 
God!“ So the Episcopalian Lent sends 
its best men straight into the very 
heart of Wall street. In old Trinity 
church in the busiest part of the day 
during the Lenten season we bear the 
Christian preacher's voice calling, as do 
the Mohammedan priests from the 
minarets of the eastern mosques: “O 
business meu. come to prayers! Como 
to prayers! O ye business men, come 
to prayers, come to prayers, come to 
prayers!" 

A Plea For Higher Life, 

The Lenten season pleads with busi- 
ness men for the higher life, as I once 
heard Robert Speer plead with a great 
audience of men for the higher life. 
“Men.” sald be, “I have always been 
ambitious. By that I mean I have al- 
Ways wanted to make the most out of 
my life. If I und thought I could 
un ve made more out of my life by en- 
tering the United States army I cer- 
tainly would have done so. Had I 
thought I would have made more out 
of iny life by entering business I 
should bave consecrated my energies 
to money mnking. But I did think I 
could make most out of my life by be- 
ing an evangelist of God, Therefore, 
men, I beg and plend with you, no mat- 
ter who you are, to live for the higher 
life. If you are n merchant, be a 
Christian merchant; If a lawyer, be a 
Christian lawyer; If a manufacturer, 
be n Christian manufacturer.” Thus 
the Lenten season says: “Live for the 
higher life. Make your counter, O 
man, n Christian counter. Make your 
mechanic's bench a Christlan bench. 
Make your office a Christinn office. Be 
like Paul, a Christian tentmaker. At 
the same time he was n Christian 
preacher.” O business men, wher- 
ever you may be nnd whatever you 
may be doing, “sanctify ye n fast; call 
a solemn assemblage!" Come to pray- 
era! Come to the Lenten prayers! 

A Spiritual Housecleaning. 


The Episcopalian Lent, in the next 
place, is n time for spiritual house- 
“enning. As the “spring fast” imme- 


Alately succeeds the timo when the 
business man takes an account of | 
stock, we find the spring fast comes 
just before the days when the house- 
wiyes are turning the houses upside 
down in their semiannual attacks upon 
the dust and the moths, It is the time 
which we husbands dread, but it is the 
housecleaning time, which every pru- 
dent wife declares is essential for the | 
physical healtheof her family. It is nb- 
solutely necessary to keep physical dirt 
out of a house, yet In spite of all pre- 
cautions it will keep creeping In every- \ 
where, Although the workmen in the 
Vhiladelphia mint are as careful as 
they can be, the dirt and the fine parti- 
cles of gold will sift through the floor 
cracks. So great are these siftings that 
every year the floor is taken up and 
thg dirt is separated from the gold, and 
fhóusands of dollars’ worth of gold are 
@.us collected for the United States 
treasury, In spite of all our precau- 
tions the minute, innumerable stains of 
sin will creep into the beart. Thore- 
fore eanach yenr it is very desirable to 
obey the ¢all to the Lenten spring fast, 
Once a year is certuinly not too often 
to take n spiritual accounting and to 
conduct a serious self examination, The 
call to a fost wbould reach the ear off,

every Christiail, What does that mean! 
Shall our wies aud mdthers and. sis- 
ters gd to the gtocer and the butcher 
and the baker and say, “We do not 
Want any more ment or vegetables or 
brend for the next forty days?” Does 


| it menn that alt the members of a home 


shall go without physical nutrition, as 


‘pr Tanner fasted for forty days and 


Leonard Ti.ress fasted for fifty days 
and kev. C. H. Dalrymple fasted for 
thirty-nine cays and Milton Rathburn 
fasted for thirty-six days and Estella 
F. Kuenzél fasted for forty-one days? 
Ob, no. The habit of fasting, Inspired 
by boastful folly and the desire of see- 
ing how long we can live without tast. 
ing food, is Just as sinful as the oppo- 
site extreme of gluttony, to see how 
much one enn eat without utterly de- 
stroying the smooth workings of the di- 
gestive organs. 

Spiritual housecleaning does 
mean the complete abstinence from 
physical food. It docs mean emphatic- 
ally the reconsecration and the rededl- 
cation of the domestic fireside to Jesus 
Christ through self abnegation. It 
means that we shall have prayers at 
the cradle. It means that we shall 
have prayers in the bedroom and pray- 
ers in the parlor and prayers in the sit- 
ting room nnd prayers in the kitchen 
and have the dinig room spread with 
a gospel banquet of the “bread of life.” | 
If next weeh you were to entertain the 
king of Eng andl or the emperor of Ger- | 
many, yoa weuld turn your home up- 
side down tu make it attractive for the 
advent of his majesty. Shall we not in 
the same way, by spiritugl houseclean- ' 
ing, prepare for the entertainment of 
our Heavenly King by casting out of, 
doors all sinful thoughts and desires | 
which (nd lodgment in our hearts? 

Preporationa For Christ. 

The Lenten season in the home means 
simply the spiritual preparation for 
Christ to visit the home. When Mar- 
tin Farquhar Tupper, the famous Eng- 
lish poet, came to visit us in Brooklyn 
We gave to hiin the very best room in 
the house. We gathered together the 
most famous literary men of the city 
to mect him. At that party Horace 
Greoley came, and William Cullen 
Bryant came and read his *Thanatop- 
sis,” and George Willian) Curtis came, 
and I think John G. Whittier came, I 
well remember my mother giving to 
me Tupper’s popular book, “Proverbial 
Philosophy,” and saying: “Read that 
book. You should know who Martin 
Farquhar Tupper is before he comes, 
and then you ean honor him as he 
should be honoyeg.” In like manner 
the Lenten season in the home is an 
appropriate time for the spiritual prep- 
aration for Christ's coming to the 
home, The children should be told all 
about him and be prepared to welcome 
the Saviour ns a friend. The cook nnd 
the chambermaid should be told all 
about him, so that they may know how 
Christ loved Martha, the busy cook, as 
well as the gentle Mary who sat at his 
feet. Home friends should be told all 
about him, so that they also may come 
in and bono? the divine guest. As we 
in the Brooklyn home read and reread 
the writings of the English poet in or- 
der to know what his thoughts might 
be, so to prepare for the advent of 
Christ In the home we should read and 
reread the words which he spoke unto 
his disciples of old. We should prepare 
to greet Cheist not us a stranger, but 
as n long loved and anxiously awaited 
friend. 


For Better Church Life. 

The Lenten season is an annual plea 
for the spiritualization of the church. 
Ministers of the different Protestant 
churches are more and more getting 
into the custom of going into a “re- 
treat” at least cnco a year, where by 
fasting und prayer they may spiritual- 
ly prepare themscives for thelr ec- 
clesiastical ministrations. At least 
once n year as church members we 
should go into a spiritual “retreat.” 
In that “retreat” we should call upon 
our Heavenly Father that the Holy 
Spirit may bless us in our relation 
skip with our midweek prayer meet- 
ings and Sundry schools and Christian 
Enceavor societies and Llesg us in our 
relationship to bis great church at 
large. 

After Jesus Christ drove the money 
changers out of the temple, were the 
attempts to sccularize the house of 
God into a plece for mere educational 
and literary and musical and social 
and financtal enjoyment forever aban- 
doned? Do not somo of us, conscious- 
ly and unconsciously, fall into the er- 
ror of coming to church merely on ac- 
count of the cratcyical gifts of the 
preacher? Did not thousands upon 
thousands of worshipérs sit at the feet 
of a Beecher, a Cumming, a Rowland 
Hill aud a John Wesley, not because 
they were worshiping God, but rather 
because they wero worshiping a bril- 


liant man? Do not thousands upon 
thousands of people go to the great 
cathedrals of Europe In order to hear 
the music, just as those same musical 
lovers would sit at the feet of n Liszt, 
a Paderewski or a Damrosch? 

We know that the finest living mu- 
sical composer of Italy leads the Vati- 
ean choir and the finest organist of all 
London ls master of St. Paul's famous 
organ and that Plymouth church was 
not more noted for the fact that it had 
one of the p. tof preachers than 
that it had one of the greatest of mu- 
sleluns, who was nb! o> make its or- 
gon pipes weep and sob us well as 
sound a mighty hosanna. Are not some 
of our churches on account of their 
wealth beling more and more secular- 
ized into mere social cluba? Do not 
many professional men go to church 
not for the spiritual good they may get 
out of those churches, but that they 
may be able to come in touch with 
those who worship in those congrega- 
tions? Is it not becoming more and 
more the custom for the members of 
the church boards of trustees to judge 
of the success or the failure of the 
church. by the criterion of money—by 
the way that church in its collections 
is able to take in as well as give out 
wealth? 

Heed the Summons, 

Oh, yes, my friends, the church mem- 
bers should heed the Lenten summons. 
They should heed the spiritual call, 
which soars above the discordant ones 


not 
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of the busy marts even as the clear 
note of the thrush may be heard above 
the bedlam of the woods sounding, the 
revellle of the morning. They shoul 
hear the Lenten call which says to the | 
clergyman, “Ob, ordained undershep- 
herd of the Christian pulpit, down on 
your knees and pray!” Lent calls to | 
the elders and deacons and Sunday 
school officers, “Down on your knees 
and pray!” It calls to the lay members, 
whether bediamonded and in silks or in 
humble homespun, “Down on your 
knees in prayer!” Oh, that we might 
all heed the spiritual Lenten call and 
make Christ’s church a veritable “house 
of prayer.” p 

Thus, my friends, the spring fast 
calls to the men in the social world 
and to the men in the business world 
and to the men in the home end to the 
men in the church to come to prayers. 
It calls at this time because on the 
coming of Ash Wednesday we shall 
celebrate the beginning of one of the 
most triumphant and yet saddest times 
of all Christ's earthly existence.

He saw how he must 
carry the burden of man's sins and die 
for man aud- be resurrected before he 
could return to his Fathers throne. 

May this coming spring fast of the 
Lenten senson be to you also a time of 
spiritual awakening. May it be a time 
when you will not only realize that 
God has a glorious earthly work for 
you to do, but a time when you can 
realize that after work is done you 
shall live on and on and with Christ 
and never die. May you during the 
next coming forty days be much in 
prayer, much in earnest beseechment. 
May you also feel and know that the 
Way you are to be best fitted for that 
earthly work is by the depth of your 
repentance us well as by the height of 
your glorious and -triumphant faith, 
May God bless this Lenten season to 
us all!

France's Last Stronghold. 

A report of uncertain origin which 
obtained currency a few days ago at- 
tributed to ‘be United States the in- 
tention of purchasing and to France 
the Intention of selling the small group 
of islands off the coast of Newfound- 
land known us St. Pierre and Miquelon. 
Our Paris correspondent was able to 
send us the assurance that the report 
was absolutely devold of foundation. 

The Islands have a certain material 
value for France. But from the purely 
commercial point of view their value to 
our neighbors cannot be very great. 
Their—total_area-is—only _ninety-three 
square miles, and according to the last 
census the population was only 0,352, of 
whom only 4,700 are permanent resi- 
dents, the balance being made up of a 
floating population of officials, gen- 
darmes and fishermen. Practically no 
vegetation exists on the barren, rocky 
surface of the islands. 

This little group of rocky Islands, set 
in the northern sea, is the sole remain- 
ing relic of the once great empire which 
France possessed on the North Amerl- 
can continent.—London Post, 


Silver and Wounds, 

Dr. Reboul has made use with excel- 
lent results of a sheet of silver leaf in 
dressing wounds and ulcerations.. The 
silver sticks closely to the surface of 
the wounded or discased tissue and a 
small quantity of cotton soaked in col- 
lodion is sufficient to keep it in place. 
When the wound is fresh it heals 
quickly without infammation or sup- | 
puration. A perfect ci!catrization of | 
ulcerated cancer of the skin bas been 
attained by this means. 

The antiseptic properties of silver 
are not popularly known. Some years 
ago Dr. Rollln of Lyons, in cultivating 
microbes in a boulllon which he had 
placed in a silver cup, found that the 
microbes per!shed and at the end of a 
few hours completely disappeared, and 
the fact was all the more remarkable 
as the same microbes multiplied when 
placed in another vessel. Pursuing his 
investigations, Dr. Rollin analyzed the 
boulllon which was contained in the 
silver vessel and found therein a very 
small trace of silver, which infinitely 
small quantity bad rendered the boull- 
lon antiseptic.

SOWING GRASS SEED 


Prepatation of Soil Should be 
Very Thorough. 


— 


Mhe Harrowing Should Be Continued 
Until Surface is Smooth. 

As a rule, the sowing of grass of 
various kinds is made with some 
grain crop, and usually in the fall with 
wheat or rye. This method, however, 
is not just to the grass, nor is it fav- 
orable for the best results to the seed- 
ing. The so-called foster crop very 
often robs the grass and exhausts the 
soil of its needed nutriment, and a very 
poor catch is the result. If the soil is 
thoroughly well prepared by manuring 
and sufficient tillage, the two crops 
may grow together very well, and tle 
grass make a good stand. But this 
is seldom the case except with a few 
farmers, who need no advice or sug- 
gestion upon the subject. The great 
majority of farmers need to study this 
subject, and understand the require- 


ments of the grass for its successful 


culture. 2 


The preparation of the soll should Le | 


very thorough. The land should be 
plowed deeply, and a liberal coat of 
manure turned under, not buried,- but 
with the furrows laid over at an angle 
of forty-five degrees, so that the ma- 
nure lies between the layers of} soll 
standing on edge in a sloping manñer. 
The harrow, run along the furrows, 
works the soll and manure together, 
mixing them ond making them fine 
and compact. The harrowing should 
be continued until the whole surface 
is as smooth as a garden, and the soll 
is quite fine. If the land is clayey 
and lumpy, it should be rolled between 
the harrowings. 


Sowing the seed alone is preferable. 


If any grain crop at all is used, it 
should be oats in the spring, or buck- 


wheat early in July, as may be most | 


convenient. Excellent seeding has been 
made early in August with a pound of 
turnip seed to the acre. This shelters 
the young grass during the winter, and

chard grass and clover, and the three 
kinds mixed, and orchard grass alone, 
have been sown in all of these three 
ways with better results than when 
Bown with fall grain and subjected to 
the risks of the winter weather. 

In sowing grass and clover seeds an 
even stand is desirable, and to secure 
this, great care is to be taken In the 
sowing. A very good practice is to 
make the last harrowing with great 
care, evenly and with the marks all 
parallel. Then the sower can follow 
these marks, first taking the edge of 
the field and returning six short paces 
distant from the first course. Then re- 
turning on the second course, and ul- 
ways sowing with the right hand to 
the left. Six feet for each cast is as 
much as can be taken with light seed. 
as orchard grass, blue grass, redtop, 
etc., and as much as should be taken 
with timothy, and the quantity of seed 
taken may be rendily gauged to the 
width of the cast. The cast is made 
with each movement of the right foot. 
When the wind is blowing, even slight- 
ly, the casts should be made low, to 
avoid irregular dropping of the seed. 
and when the light seeds are sown it 
is easier to walk across the harrow 
marks when the tracks made are 
easily seen, and as the wind may carry 
the seed to one side, the sower may go 
out of the straight track to accommo- 
date the wind, and on returning can 
ensily distinguish the foot marks of 
the previous track in the soft soll. 

A broad-cast seeder is a convenient 
thing, and costs but little, and can be 
carried by the sower with ense. It 
drops the seed low, and if the sower 
goes face to the wind at the start, the 
seed is not spread unevenly. When, 
In spite of all care, an irregular seod- 
ing Is anticipated, it is well to sow 
half the seed one way, and cross the 
sowing the other way, when vacant 
spaces may be covered. An inexpert- 
enced sower should practice on the 
snow, using sand, which can be ‘easily 
seen on the white surface, and in two 
or three attempts he will be able to 
make the sowing quite evenly. 

Tho sowing shonld be done as svon 
as the last harrowing is finished, when 
the seed sinks in the loose soll, or is 
covered by the first shower. A smooth» 
ing plank is a good thing to cover 
seed with. It may be elg.t or ten 
feet long, and is fitted with a tonguo 
and two stiff braces. The tongue 13 
fitted on the plank on a level, so that 
when it is’raised the front end of the 
plank îs elevated a little.
